Dr.  H.  Tracy  Hall,  first  man 
to  produce  synthetic  diamonds 
and  director  of  research  at  BYU, 
leaves  Monday  for  Paris  where 
^ will  direct  the  assembly  and 
testing  of  a $175,000  research 
machine  developed  here. 

THE  MACHINE,  named  the 
Tetrahedral  X-ray  Diffraction 
Press,  uses  a beam  of  X-rays  to 
probe  matter  while  it  is  sub- 
jected to  very  high  pressures  and 
temperatures. 

It  was  conceived  by  Dr.  Hall 
and  Dr.  J.  Dean  Barnett  in  1959 
and  has  been  improved  and  per- 
fected in  the  University’s  re- 
match laboratories. 

Producing  pressures  of  three 
million  pounds  simultaneously 
with  temperatures  of  10,000  de- 
rees,  Dr.  Hall  and  his  associates 
,.ave  approached  the  .conditions 
inside  the  earth  and  the  stars, 
lius  creating  materials  which  are 
inknown  in  nature. 

DR.  HALL  will  install  the  ma- 
chine in  the  Paris  Laboratories 
the  French  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  for  fundamental 
studies  on  the  nature  of  matter. 

The  machine,  built  for  France, 
was  under  construction  about 
is  months.  It  w'as  assembled  and 
ested  in  Baxter  Springs,  Kansas, 
fien  disassembled  and  packed  for 
overeas  shipment.

William  E.  (Bill)  Miller,  vice-presidential  candidate  of  the  Republican 
party  will  deliveran  address  at  BYU  Wednesday,  according  to  Dr.  Robert 
Egbert,  chairman  of  the  Utah  County  Republican  Committee. 

The  event,  scheduled  for  1:40  p.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  is  not 
sponsored  by  the  University,  said  Acting  President  Earl  C.  Crockett.  The 
Republican  Party  is  renting  the  fieldhouse  for  the  occasion  and  no  classes 
will  be  cancelled. 

The  subject  of  the  address  is  currently  unknown. 

THE  ADDRESS  WILL  be  part  of  a four-hour  visit  to  Utah  by  the 
Republican  candidate. 

Rep.  jMiller’s  chartered  plane  will  arrive  at  the  Ogden  airport  at  10:30 
a.m.  Wednesday  from  Idaiio  Falls.  A rally  in  downtown  Ogden  is  planned 
for  10:45.  Following  the  rally,  Rep.  Miller  will  proceed  to  Salt  Lake  City 
by  motorcade. 

A reception  and  luncheon  at  the  Hotel  Utah  will  last  approximately  45 
minutes.  The  candidate  will  arrive  in  Provo  at  12:45  p.m.  and  prepare  for 
his  half-hour  addresrs  to  BYU  students  and  visitors. 

FOLLOWING  THE  ADDRESS  the  Republican  nominee  will  board  his 
plane  at  the  Provo  airport  for  a flight  to  Portland,  Ore.,  and  his  next 
campaign  stop. 

This  Utah  visit  will  be  the  first  ever  made  by  a vice-presidential  can- 
didate to  Utah  County  as  a part  of  a national  campaign  program,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Egbert. 

When  asked  his  opinion  of  Senator  Barry  Goldwater,  Rep.  Miller 
stated  that  he  was  “an  American  of  liistoric  greatness.”

Traffic  citations  will  be  treated 
on  a point  basis  year  ac- 
cording to  Capt.  Swen  Nielsen, 
of  the  Campus  Security  police. 

A student  is  allowed  only  200 
points  in  traffic  violations  before 
his.  permit  is  taken  away  from 
him.  This,  according  to  Capt. 
Nielsen,  is  between  three  and  five 
violations. 

There  are  two  types  of  cita- 
tions that  may  be  given.  The  first 
kind  is  a parking  citation,  which 
costs  the  student  $1  and  40  points 
on  the  system. 

The  second  and  most  serious 
kind  is  a moving  violation  for 
which  the  fine  is  $5  and  60  points. 
Speeding  involves  a fine  of  $5 
plus  $1  for  every  mile  per  hour 
past  five  that  the  student  was 
speeding. 

A citation  may  be  appealed  to 
the  student  traffic  court  by  pay- 
ing the  bond  stated  on  the  cita- 
tion and  waiting  to  appear  in 
court.  All  fines  may  be  paid  at 
the  cashier’s  office  in  the  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg.

15,760  students  registered  in  day-

Evening  School  figures  were 
not  available  at  press  time. 

LAST  SEMESTER’S  combined 
totals  of  day  and  evening  regis- 
tration were  15,557 — 203  students 
short  of  this  fall’s  daytime  en- 
rollment alone. 

Registration  officials  comment- 
ed. ‘•Well,  we  were  expecting 
more  than  last  year.”

Salt  Lake  City  (AP)-President 
Johnson’s  visit  to  Utah  Thursday 
was  ten  days  short  of  a year 
since  President  Kennedy’s  visit 
two  months  before  his  assassina- 
tion. 

It  was  the  first  Presidential 
trip  to  Utah  Since  Kennedy’s 
visit,  and  both  stopovers  had 
much  in  common. 

Boths  were  billed  as  non- 
Political.  Both  attracted  20,000 
voters. 

Kennedy  spoke  Sept.  26,  1983, 
standing  next-  to  President  David 
O.  McKay  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The 
majority  of  Utah’s  residents  are 
church  members. 

Johnson  came  to  Utah  express- 
ly to  visit  President  McKay.  He 
toured  downtown  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  his  associates  were  pleased 
with  the  crowd  turnout. 

Both  Presidential  visits  were 
part  of  a several-day  western 
tour,  and  both  involved  conserva- 
tion. 

President  Kennedy’s  speech 
was  planned  to  deal  entirely  with 
conservation. 

It  became  a speech  on  foreign 
policy,  but  Kennedy  managed  to 
say.  “Not  one  drop  west  of  the 
100th  parallel  should  flow  to  the 
Ocean  unused.” 

President  Johnson  was  accom- 
panied by  Interior  Secretary 
Stewart  Udall,  and  part  of  his 
discussion  with  President  McKay 
concerned  conservation.

Virgil  Carter  sophomore  back 
from  Provo  threw  two  touchdown 
passes  to  spearhead  the  BYU  at- 
tack. The  first  came  early  in  the 
second  period  with  the  Webfoots 
leading  7-0.  Carter  combined  a 
strqhg  running  game  with  pin- 
point passing  to  the  BYU  on  the 
board.  The  final  drive  came  on  a 
pass  to  Steve  Ogden  from  nine 
yards  out.  Don  Scroeder  booted 
the  extra  point  to  tie  the  score. 

LATE  IN  THE  first  lialf,  Ore- 
gon end  Oliver  McKinney,  out- 
standing lineman  of  the  game,  re- 
covered a BYU  fumble  on  the 
Cougars’  35-yard  line.  It  took  the 
Ducks  14  plays  to  move  the  ball 
those  35  yards,  but  the  score  fin- 
ally came  with  2:58  left  in  the 
half  on  a pass  from  quarterback 
Bob  Berry  to  end  Ray  Palm.  The 
Ducks  led  at  the  half  14-7. 

Early  in  the  third 'period  Kent 
Oborn,  All-American  High  School 
back  from  Payson  set  up  BYU’s 
first  scoring  threat  of  the  third 
period  intercepting  a Berry  pass 
at  the  goal  line  and  returning  the 
ball  to  his  own  38  before  being 
brought  down. 

A FUMBLE  on  the  Oregon  nine 
stopped  the  Cat  drive  for  the 
moment  but  a few  minutes  later 
they  regained  possession  and  this 
time  scored  on  a nine-yard  pass 
from  Carter  to  senior  end  Bruce 
Smith.  The  kick  failed,  but  the 
score  was  tied  again. 

With  thirteen  minutes  left  in 
the  last  half  it  seemed  as  if  the 
Cats  had  stopped  a Duck  drive. 
The  Oregon  eleven  had  been  pen- 
alized from  the  goal  line  for  aid- 
ing the  ball  carrier.  Berry,  how- 
ever, found  Palm  open  in  the  end- 
zone  and  completed  the  game 
winning  pass. 

THROUGHOUT  THE  game  the 
sophomore-laden  eleven  pyerform- 
edbetter  than  even  the  staunchest 


fans  could  have  hoped  for.  “The 
kids  didn’t  quit,”  said  Coach  Tom 
Hudspeth  who  was  obviously 
well-pleased  with  the  way  his 
Cougars  performed. 

“They  made  mistakes,”  Hud- 
speth admitted,  referring  to  four 
costly  fumbles,  “but  we’ve  told 
them  they’ll  never  get  bawled  out 
for  mistakes  if  they  give  an  all- 
out  effort  while  making  them.” 

THE  CATS  went  into  the  game 
at  least  three^touchdown  under- 
dogs but  defensive  unit  players 
Mike  Jacobsen,  Mel  Olsen,  Dennis 
Brewster,  Paul  Knoblauch,  Kent 
Nance,  and  Kent  Oborn  turned  in 
outstanding  performances  to  pre- 
vent predictions  from  becoming 
realities. 

Coach  Len  Casanova  of  Oregon 
said  he  was  disappointed  with  his 
team’s  tackling  and  its  poor 
scrambling  efforts  and  that  the 
whole  team  seemed  a little  dead. 

The  Oregon  coach  also  said  his 
players  didn’t  react  well  to  BYU’s 
shooting  linebackers. 

THE  GREAT  PERFORMANCE 
of  the  Cougar  line  forced  Bob 
Berry,  named  unanimously  as 
“back  of  the  game,”  to  go  to  the 
air  for  all  three  of  the  Oregon 
touchdowns.  The  Duck’s  running 
game  was  dead  against  the  fero- 
cious line  play  shown  by  the 
Mountain  Cats. 

All  of  which  goes  to  show  that 
the  Cougars  picked  for  the  role 
of  spoilers  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  are  living  up 
to  that  title  and  could  make 
things  a bit  warm  for  any  hope- 
ful pennant  contender.
